As soon as it was definitely known that 


President Grant would visit .Bristol, ex- 
Stnte i-enator Nicholas Ball, the proprietor 
of tho Oceau View hotel, sent im'itiu.ori to 
the President, through United States Sena- 
tots Anthony and Burrisido, to visit this sea- 
girt shore and accept of his hospitality. 
Last night, the 18 iiist., Mr. Ball received a 
letter from Senator Anthony stating that 
the President would surely visit the island 
today; and when the Cenouicus from Provi- 
dence reached here the Star had a dispatch 
from Bristol, stating that the President left 
there at f>:.">0 P. M., on the 18th inst., in the 
revenue cutter Grant for a fishing excursion 
at Block Island, and would land at "1 P. M., 
on the 1 nth for dinner, and that Secretary 
Bristow aud Attorney General Pierrepont 
were with him. This news reached us at 1 
P, M., and looking off on the codfish hanks

breakwater and awaited her coming.

At this time the dock and landing 
was black with 
people. The news had

'oliowed Secretary Bristow and the rest of 
he President's party. Mr. Ball in a few 
neat and appropriate remarks welcomed tho 
'resident and the other distinguished gentle- 
men to Block Island. f The President bowed 
lis thanks, and the air resounded with such 
cheers that even the fog horn was deafened. 
Carriages were awaiting and although tho 
)cean View Hotel is only a short distance, 
he party were taken there in carriages. 
?he party soon alighted at the hotel and 
after admiring the beautiful view from the 
siazza, and expressing their admiration at 
he really fine, large and commodious hotel 
hat Mr. Ball had ventured upon erecting on 
he island when it looked like a hopeless 
interprise and fraught with loss, they sat

THE CASK OF Ml. H. T. HULMBOLU. 


(From the Philadelphia Sunday Times.) 


Judge Klcock last; wook vory promptly 


discharged Dr. Henry T. Helmbold, who 
was held as a patient at tho Pennsylvania 
Hospital for tho Insane, West Philadelphia. 
A brief examination satisfied the judgo that 
the doctor was n sauo man and capable of 
taking care of himself, nnd managing bia 
own affairs. 
Tho doctor visited Tho Sun- 


day Times office yesterday, and his conver- 
sation would satisfy almost any one tbat ho 
lias boon a deeply-injured man, and tho vic- 
tim of what appeared lobe a most abomina- 
ble conspiracy on the part of certain per- 
sons to keep him out of tho way, whilo they 
could .manage his affairs for their own 
benefit or advantage. It is an easy thing to 
put n man -in an insane asylum. Tho cer- 
tificate of two physicians, who may seo 
their patient ouly five minutes, aud then de- 
cide him to bo crazy, is all that is sufficient, 
and the job is done, and the victim is hur- 
ried off lo Ike asylum, there lo bo held as a 
prisonpr as long as his "kind friends" 
choose to bo responsible for his board. 


We shall not here discuss tho merits of 


Dr. Helmbold's caso,as ho says ho intends to 
commence.a suit for damages against tho 
parties who caused his incarceration, aud, if 
ho,keeps his word, tho developments that 
will bo inade on the- Irial will fully equal 
that of the famous Morgan llinchman case, 
many years ago, who recovered heavy dam- 
ages'against the managers of tho Friends' 
Insane Asylum, near Fra'ukfdrt, nnd other 
parties who caused his illegal confinement 
for a long time. 


KirkbridRo's Asylum is a state institution, 


and is no doubt as well managed as any of 
tho kind in tho country, but tho case of 
Ebenozer Uaakcll and this one of Dr. llelm- 
bbld show that tho most grievous injustice 
may bo done lo innocent men and women, 
under cover of law. Tho officers of tho asy- 
lum may receive a man and keep him there 
for years, aud ho may bo as sone as they 


nro, 
yot lie has no moans of escape, unless 


some kind friends outside should interest 
themselves in liis behalf, find this is not 
likely, fora man once put there by his rol- 
alives, (o get possessiou of his business or 
fortune, as Dr. Holuibold alleges hoi was, 
does not often regain his liberty. 
. This shows the necessity of tho legis- 
lature providing for periodical examinations 
by medical experts of tho inmates of these 
insane asylums, both public aud private, 
every Ibreo or six mouths, lo nsccrlaiu who 
are iit to bo discharged or not, as ono of 
the uicitus by which a sane man might re- 
gain bis liberty. 
Wo believe' that if such ex- 


aminations were fairly and impartially made, 
they would result in lliiuuiug out Ihe in- 
mates of tho iusauo department of tho alms- 
house, as there is no doubt.many persons 
there .have. relatives able to support them, 
who consign them lo a lingering denlh in or- 
der lo got ri.d of. thorn. As for Kirkbridgo's, 
it is u lorg'd hoarding-house; and receives 
all who are able lo have their board paid, 
and the officers have no interest iu dis- 
charging Iho patients, but rather an in- 
duccmout to keep them there, aud if pe-

Next door lo tho Astor Library, on quiet 


Lafayette Place, stands a largo, double, brick 
house, 6nce the residence of John Jacob 


- Astor, now transformed into a restaurant, 


kept by a German who rejoices in a na,mo 
beyond tho power of most Americans to 
pronounce. This house is interesting;, as 
the abode once of a wealthy family, since it 
remaibs in tho precise condition iu which it 
was left when tbo Astors moved into their 
Fifth Avenue palaceR. 
Bankers may fail, 


stocks go up and down, the crops be cut off,' 
dry goods languish, wars, floods and famines 
come, but the Astors go on forever. 
They 


lovo to collect their income and reinvest it, 
ard this they havo done so successfully that 
they own hundreds and hundreds of houses 
in the metropolis. 
A few evenings since 


I took dinner in Mr. Astor's conservato- 
ry—a 
long , room, 
running 
the whole 


length of the roar of the house, a mirror at 
each end repealing tho room indefinitely. 
The interior was handsomely frescoed in 
blue, white and pink, and gracefully orna- 
mented with slender columns, open-work 
arches and ft row of chandeliers, which de- 
pended from the contro of the ceiling. The 
floor is inlaid with handsome colored tiles. 
A stand in each comer of tho room support- 
ed a large vase, and ottomans, with a pro- 
fusion of sofa cushions, were scattered along 
the walls, between each door and window. 
The dining-room is lofty, grand and pleas- 
ing, having no windows save those which 
open into the conservatory. The walls are 
in two shades of blue,painted in strips to re- 
semble satin stripes; the casings of the doors 
and windows are in heavy carved oak, and 
the ceiling is panelled with the same, re- 
lieved witb blue and gold. Handsome bird 
pieces were painted on the wall, over the 
doora, in the panels, representing ducks, 
grouse, 
turkeys, pheasants, etc. 
Two 


lengthy drawing-rooms extend along. the 
norlh side of tho house, wilh very largo 
mirrors in cither end, framed in old-fash- 
ioned gilt and ornamental frames. 
Each 


room has a manllc-pieco of carved white 
marble, rich and massive, but in uo way ro- 
iiiarkable. 
Tho front hall is paved with 


bine and white marble, and there aro niches 
in tho sides of tho circular stair-caso filled 
with statuea in bronzo. 
Altogether tbe 


house is a good specimen of a fine old man- 
sion of thirty or forty years ago—plain, 
large, comfortable, with abundant evidences 
of solid wealth. The Astor family in Now 
York is by no means a largo one. 
There are 


but seven men in tho whole city of over a~ 
million inhabitants, who bear t!jo name of 
Astor, and five of theso belong to the family 
founded by John Jacob Astor.. Four of the 
present Astors aro named William. The two 
Astors who do not belong to this wealthy 
family are small shopkeepers, entirely un- 
known to tbo world. The only works with 
which the name of Astor is identified in the 
city are the Astor Library and the Astor 
House. 
A suburb of New York is called 


Astoria.
